more planting done, although they did have to work around some 
rains. Most planting was put on hold by the end of the weekend, 

as rains fell over most all of the state. Overall, the week was an-
other week of disappointment for the cow-calf farmer. Corn pric-
es just keep climbing and reached the $8.00 mark at a few eleva-

tors late week. Mid-week saw June Live Cattle contract closing 
lower than the June Lean Hog contract on the CME.

 There were 4.0 days suitable for fieldwork for the week ending 
May 2, 2021. Temperatures last week averaged 65.3 degrees 
statewide, 6.5 degrees above normal.

Topsoil moisture supply was 
rated 4 percent short, 82 percent adequate, and 14 percent surplus. 
Subsoil moisture supply was rated 3 percent short, 87 percent ade-
quate, and 10 percent surplus. Corn planted was 50 percent com-
plete, compared to the 5-year average of 62 percent. Corn emerged 
was 15 percent, compared to the 5-year average of 28 percent. Soy-
beans planted was 10 percent complete, compared to the 5- year 
average of 8 percent. Soybeans emerged was 2 percent. Cotton 
planted was 3 percent complete, compared to the 5-year average of 
20 percent. Rice planted was 65 percent complete, compared to the 
5-year average of 59 percent. Rice emerged was 48 percent, com-
pared to the 5-year average of 31 percent. Winter wheat headed 
was 31 percent complete, compared to the 5-year average of 42 
percent. Winter wheat condition was rated 5 percent poor, 36 per-
cent fair, 53 percent good, and 6 percent excellent.
